“SAVE a life, It might be your 
•mn.” Often you have heard this 
appeal. It is possible that we' 
adults are so thick-headed and 
hard-hearted as to be moved best 
by selfish motives, but I doubt it. 
If, instead, our attention were 
turned to the safety of other per­ 
sons, other adults and other Peo­ 
ple's children, wa hardly would 
fail to consider them as persons, 
to consider how precious their 
lives are to them. We might be 
able to imagine how we might 
suffer in the places of other per­ 
sons injured or killed because of 
our thoughtlessness and careless­ 
ness. With enough practice at 
such imagining, we would grow 
more alert to the safety of other 
persons. 
We all are such egotists as to 
assume It could not happen to us. 
This overconfidence In one's own 
•scape from dangers is particu­ 
larly strong with children. You 
and I can be pretty sure that any 
appeal we make to the child five, 
ten or fifteen to be careful lest 
he might be maimed or killed, 
won’t have much effect. Indeed, 
it appears that our children grow 
more careless about dangers to 
themselves the more we warn 
them against these dangers. 


In spite of the apparent selfish ­ 
ness in our children, they are 
more altruistic than we, their 
parents; certainly the teen-agers 
are. When, therefore, we talk to 
the child about safety, whether 
at a quiet, lovely moment w hen 
we feel strong compat unship 
with him only, or talk to h im as 
one of a group in the classroom, 
we can hope to win his interest 
and his resolve to act hi safer 
ways by leading him to see how 
he can help other persons to be 
more careful, 
Accordingly, we should talk to 
the child of the ways by which he 
can help protect his grandpar­ 
ents and other older persons from 
dangers; his younger brother or 
sister or other younger or weaker 
children. Then he becomes the 
knight with a heart full of chiv­ 
alry. He senses the widening of 
his personal power and useful­ 
ness. What is more, his moral 
gains are immeasurable. 
Prom this point of view, leaders 
of children in character-building 
organizations and church schools 
should have a special zeal for ed­ 
ucating children in safety. This 
is about what I said In discussing 
this matter recently before the 
annual convention of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council.
